With reference to the neeting that we hold with you in San Francisco 
concernlng the Cryogenle Committee, this letter vill personally 
infor? you of soae of our axisting probleas concernlng the liquid 
cryo-enic field and contract which Kr. Harding and Kr. Fontane, who 
worked with us on this. 

Ylthout a doubt there is iaproper attitude and lack of enforcenent 
townrd the Cryogenic Connitte and the cryogenic contract ve negotiated 
and nov have signed. Referring specifically to the contract 

#iieh Asbarry Transportation is operating under and which vas not sub- 
aitted in ary aanner, trut under which they are being forced to operate, 
it was one of our asin purposes for oeeting with you in San Francisco 
this year. It is very apparent that no aincere effort has been made to 
correct this aatter for which we were given assurance that it would be. 

It was further brought up to Ur. Harding's attention and Ur. Goldberger 
information we had obtained that Chit Chapaan of Joint Council No. 42 
of Los Angeles had given orders to loy off organizing of Linde and 
o ti. or businesses. 

Kr. Goldberger assured us he would check into it and this has been quite 
soae tine back and we have seen no action whatsoever concernlng the 
aatter. The iaportant thing is not the matter of organizing any certaln 
area but the faet that they were told to lay off makes no sense to those 
in close contact, such ss the rank and file. 

The Cryogenic Coaaittee have been told that the International cannot step 
in and tell the Joint Councils what to do. To a great exterrt this is 
understandable, Soaething is seriously wrong when the Internstional 
cannot or will not pro par ly police the Joint Councils, and deoand proper 
reapect to the rank and file. 

I no doubt will hear froa you concerning this letter and I will appre- 
ciatc a proapt reply.

Oear Sir and Brother: 

Regards the ietter dated Juiy 6, 1962 froa Chestcr L. Ilobertson: 

Aa yoa know Asbury Transportntion has a rider to their agrceannt with Local » 224 
that covers their Cryogenics Division or the division that hauls fuel for the aissels 
on the goveraent aissle bases. They are hor hauling fuel for the Schilling Coaplex 
at and around 5a i i na, Ransas. 

In answer to the coaplaints of Robertson, hero are the facts: 

1. Whenever there is any loading or unioading done there is a goveraent inspector 
present. It is against all regulalions for a aan to load and unioad by himself. 

2. Robertson States a seniority list was posted but no one was »upposed to protect 
the standings. I aa enciosing a letter received in the mail this aorning that I 
feel proves Robertson'* stateaent is not corrcct. 

3. The pay day for these drivers has been the lOth and 2Sth ever since they start¬ 
ed hauling in this area. We arc presently trying to get the puy day changcd and 
one of the big probieas is that the checks come out of Los Angeles, California. 

4. Robertson told ae hia»elf that the problca of port fees had been taken care of 
and the bedding problea will bc looked into. They do not have u regulur sieeper 
run but oniy run one when the goveraent orders the Schedule set up that >«ay. 

5. The stateaent by the supervisor saying "thai anyaore Union activities in Salina 
and I woald suffer the consequences”, is soaething I have not heard. 

6. The question of «here the run originales is set up by the goveraent and Asbury 
either hauls as the goveraent directs or they lose their contract. The leased eq- 
uipaient he talks abnut is equipaent leased froa an individual but driven by regular 
coapany drivera. 

7. There is no seniority problea here but Robertson wants systca seniority so when 
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this contract ends for the Schilling Complex he can transfer to some other station 
with full seniority rights. 

H. -te have had meetings with these people and I am enclosing a copy of a letter 
sent to this union by Kobertson which to makcs it appear he is talking out of both 
sides of his aouth. 

In regard to the time slips sent to this office the company has agreed to pay the 
iegitiaate ciaias. Even on these iiobertson did not try to settie the time slips 
with the coapany but just sent thea here. tahen Mr. Eyraud flew into Topeka from 
Colorado we processed all of the claims. Iiobertson was on a sleeper run at the 
tiae and couid not have been present. 

As for getting copies of the Master Agreeaent, we have requested them from both 
the Coapany and Local Union * 224 without success. tae have only one copy our¬ 
sel f.

I an a driver for Aabury TranaDortation Cormany, vorking out of 
Salina, F.anaaa. 

For the paat three nontha ve have been faced vitb numeroua problens, 
wbich bava baan preaented to our local union representative, 

L.A. Moore, in Topeka, f.anaaa. Tbare are 22 nen stationed bere at 
Salina at tbia tiae. I vaa appoirted by Kr. Koore as tbe job stevard, 
and thaae paopla aa well aa ayaelf have aaked for aome anavera on tbe 
eontract, aa well aa aany of our probleas. I have asked Local 696 to 
aend a repreaentative out bere to inapect tba safety operation and the 
drivera had to go ao far as to tbreaten to abut the job dowr. to get 
lighta at the rail head at night for loading and unloading. Tbia 
llquid that we handle ia 320° balow sero. It only takes a Batter cf 
aeeonda to freese a aan to death. The only way you can protect a Ban 

ia with water and I checked today, and the cloaeat water la 300 faet. 

We bave vorked under theae conditions for the peat year and have triad 
to get theae conditiona aatafclished according to the aafety rulea, but 
to no avail. The local union haa been aware of theae conditiona, and aa 
yet no one haa ever put in an apoearance on the job to check it out. 

Cight daya ago the Connany, and Local 696 had a meeting to diacuas 
all of our problena and all of the resulta I can see ia that the 
Coapany haa eatabliahed a terainel aeniority liat, and informed the 
nen they are not auopoaed to proteat where they are, on the aeniority 
liat. Before t h ia aeeting, I, aa the job steward, sent a written 
requeat to Kr. Koore, local 696 , aigned by the drivera, that aoaething 
be done to apeed ud our cay daya. Our rny ands on the first and 15th 

of aach aonth. The conneny inforaa ua now that we will pet paid on 

the lOth and 25th of each aonth. It aeeas ridlculoua to ae that the 
Coapany can bold up our aoney for ten daya when the drivera are forced 
to nay nort feea for Coanany trucka going froa one atate to aaother, 
and I have alwaya had to furnlah ay own bedding on aleeper runa out of 
Salina. Tbe Teaaatera eontract out of Local 224 on the veat coast, 
atatea, that the Coapany will pey once a veek or avery aeven daya, unless 
agreed otherwiae. The drivera alao inforaed ae that they sent a re¬ 
queat tbet I be invited to attend that meeting to help preaent theae 
probleaa. All that waa accoapliahed on tbe requeat for ae to attend 
the aeeting, waa the Dlstrict Supervisor for Asbury Coapany inforaed 
aa by phone, "that anyaore Union activitlea in Salina, and I would 
auffer the conaequencea".
